THE QUAIL. 

The migratory habit of the American quail has always 
been in some degree a disputed point, among both natural¬ 
ists and sportsmen, and I know many of the latter who 
deny it altogether. 

Notwithstanding this, I am myself thoroughly convinced 


the wing, always in the same direction. During a discus-1 
ston which took place in the pages of the New York Turf 
Hey later, originating between that excellent writer and 
most estimable man, Wtu. P. Hawes, and an anonymous 
author using the signature “ H.," of Marietta, and subse¬ 
quently enlisting, on one side or the other, half the sporting 
writers in the country, some new and striking authorities 
w'ere elicited on this fact. These I shall here presenL/fo my 
reader, aud, in corroboration of these, apply some*recent 
observations of my own, which cannot, I think, but prove 
conclusive. 

1 he first of these authorities is a very distinguished writer 
on turf affairs, under the signature of “Alpha,” whose testi¬ 
mony is the more valuable on thiB point, that he is in some 
measure an unwilling witness. 

Quoting from an article of mine, he says, “ ‘The quail is 
known to be a bird of passage.’ Ours is not so generally 
known to be at least. I doubt it very much. They seem 
to me, in the Fall, to be taken with a sort of crazy rambling 
fit, which lasts for so short a time as not to allow of a very 
distant emigration. Some people say they always fly East." 


The admissions of these Western writers, who have every 
opportunity, which we lack, of observing the manners ana 
disposition of this bird, when combined with the paramount 
authority of Mr. Audubon, settle the question, as it appears 
to me, so far at least us the Western country is concerned. 

Now, as it might be replied to this, that the quail is mi¬ 
gratory in the West, but stationary here, I will adduce two 
circumstances which have fallen under my own immediate 
observation, and which I think indisputably show that the 
migratory character of the bird is unchanged in this region 
of the country. 

Bwni* remembered by all sportsmen, that the Winter 
or l»to-3G was one of extreme and unusual severity that 
the ground was covered with snow to the depth of several 
feet from the early part of January until the middle of 
April; and that much apprehension was entertained that 
the quail would be entirely destroyed throughout this sec¬ 
tion ol country. Precautions were taken very generally to 
guard against this misfortune; live quail were sought during 
the Winter by many gentlemen, and carefully preserved 
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of the fact, that the bird is, to a certain degree, migratory 
during some weeks of the Autumn; and I think 1 can estab¬ 
lish this fact from my own personal observation, as well as 
rrom the statements of others worthy of high credit. The 
reason of the doubt on this subject arises from two causes— 
first, that the migration of this bird is short, irregular, con¬ 
tinuous, and, apparently, causeless; and, secondly, that it is 
not nearly so distinctly mnrked in this district of the coun¬ 
try as it is in the Western States, where the bird is infinitely 
more abundant than in these regions. 

When 1 state that ftio migration is irregular and continu¬ 
ous, I mean to say, that the bird at no season entirely 
leaves any section of the country; but that there is a con- 
■tant movement of successive bevies-io the same direction 
which is Invariably eastward; and I am perfectly satisfied 
that this is more or less the case everywhere-, and that it is 
more conspicuously so the further West we travel. 

Audubon, than whom no better authority exists, for he 
. . eR P crsona ! observation, states, that on the banks 

of the Western rivers—be mentions, I think, particularly the 
confluents of the Ohio—these beautiful little birds maybe 
seen regularly in the Autumn, running eastward in great 
flocks, not single bevies, and crossing the large streams on 


The writer then proceeds to speak of the large flocks in 
which the quail is said to travel in the Autumn, declaring 
that he has heard of the fact, but never seen or 
believed it. 

The testimony of "Alpha,” therefore, proves all that is 
asserted, namely, that there it a general migrntory move- 
nient, which he graphically describes as “ erdty and ramb¬ 
ling in the early Autumn, and that it is thought to be 
eastward. This paragraph brought out another witness, the I 
celebrated N., of Arkansas, thun whom there exists no 
person better qualified to speak to any fact concerning field- 
sports in America. 

He testifies distinctly, that he Aiw aeen, with his own ev-es 
vast congregated flocks of quail; and knows, of his own 
knowledge, that in his own State and throughout theWestern 
States there is an annual eastward autumnal migration. 

So clear and positive is be on this subject, that the writer 
from whom I quoted first admitted in a subsequent paper 
“Alpha” must give up to “ N ," of Arkansas. I know “N."

until the Spring; and some were even imported from South 
Carolina. 

Among others engaged in this work of solucrine love, I 
bought myself, and kept in New York, a hundred brace of 
these birds; and on the 10th of April turned them out in the 
vale of Darwick, my favorite shooting ground at that time, 
on the farms of two different friends, by whom I was very 
confident they would be preserved. 

It so happened that I spent the greuter part of that Sum¬ 
mer, from the middle of June until the end of August, in 
the immediate neighborhood of the place where the birds 
were turned out, and feeling a good deal of interest in the 
matter, watched them regularly during the whole breeding 
season. ° 

The consequence was, that I knew the existence and lo¬ 
cality of above twenty nests, no one of which contained less 
than a dozen eggs, all of which were hatched safely and 
got off early, by ihe old birds. 

There must have been of course many other nests which 
were not discovered at all; and many of those birds whose 
first broods I saw, must unquestionably have raised second 
and third bevies. 

Naturally enough, I was delighted with the success of my

What celebrity l- uHudud to him if purely local, 
being well-kuown iu the Minnesota circuit a*only a fair performer. and 
the a*portion ol being u rank ((Hitter ha* bccu ascribed to him on 
several occasions. Whatever hi* antecedent* are. hi* performance to¬ 
day stamp him a* a horse of cou.-iderable speed. and that there I* 
•nough good material in him to carry him through the "route." 

The runuiug race, which to many wu* the attractive feature of the

THE DEXTER PARK RACES. 

The aecond Summer Meeting at Dexter Park is in 
course of celebration as we go to press, and 
the opening days have been attended with bril¬ 
liant success, and it is fair to predict a lilting 
termination, thanks to the liberality of the manage 
ment. The sport on the first day was signalized by the de¬ 
feat of the favorites in each race on the programme, in 
the 2:40 class race Selkirk upsetting a great pool by beating 
a fine field of starters. The winner was bred in this State, 
and had but little local celebrity, and his success excited 
the enthusiasm of the visitors to a high pitch 
what little con be traced of his pedigree is sadly obscure, 
his sire being claimed as a Morgan horse, and out of a thor¬ 
oughbred marc. He was trained by Mr. F. N. Puncher 
who brought him to the score in fine condition. The run¬ 
ning race, mile heats, three in five, brought out five starters. 
The Barnes’ stables were again triumphant, hringing onl 
the winner, Council Bluffs on the opening day in great 
form. The race was captured after a desperate contest of 
four heats, the first being won by the Phfeton colt Jack 
Hardy, in the excellent time of 1:441 Wad- 
4 U, the favorite, though in the heighlh of condition, 
failed to meet the expectations of his backers, and 
though he had the aecond heat well in hand, proved the 
rogue by swerving across the track, his unkindness de¬ 
barring his chances for the race. He accompanied Vicks¬ 
burg and Kilburn to the barn, not winning a heat in three. 

On the second day a large gathering of turfmen, and vis¬ 
itors interested in the trotting horse, were present, and the 
events of the day amply repaid those who participated. 

The events on the programme consisted of a trot for the 
8:00 class horses, and those who had never beaten 2:23. Of 
the original twelve entries to the former seven faced the 
judges. This race was set down as one of the events of the 
meeting, and such it proved. The mask which has closely 
veiled the mysterious ones was thrown off, and the opening 
circuits will now be able to measure their calibre. 
The winner turned up in the fine stallion Enfield, who car 
Tied off the honors and purse by winning the second, third 
and fifth heats in the excellent lime of 2:21)}, 2:32 and 2:34}. 
The wonderful bursts of speed shown by this horse elicited 
applause from the spectators, and the congratulations ex¬ 
tended his spirited owner were well deserved. He is eight 
years old, was bred in Orange county, New York State, 
and sired by Rysdyk’s Hambletonian, dam Julia Muchree 
by American Star, and though but a few weeks in training 
having been in the stud early in the season it is safe to pre¬ 
dict in the face of this performance of to-day, a bright 
future for this well bred young stallion. The trot for the 
two twenty three class had four competitors, all known 
to trotting fame in the West. The starters were Cosette, 
Nettie Burlew, Little Fred and Amy B. This race was con¬ 
ceded R> be the most severely contested of the meeting. Of 
these Little Fred had the call in the belling und did not give 
his supporters any uneasiness, until u change of drivers 
was effected behind Nettie Burlew. Charges of "pulling” 
were loudly indulged in, ami the judges promptly dis¬ 
possessed Trout of his seat. The result availed nothing, a 
new aspirant now came forward in the tine mure 
Cosette, who went on winning the race in three straight 
heats. The time of the five heats, of which Little Fred had 
secured the two first, was 2:24}, 2:23, 2:2” 4 , 2:24}, and 2:25}. 
The determination of the judges to enforce the rules, was 
most commendable. Fines were the order of the day, and 
in one instance the non-attendance to the 
demands of the judges for promt appearance 
with their horses invoked the usual fine pre¬ 
prescribed by the rules. The offending parties were the 
drivers of Nettie Burlew, Little Fred and Amy B. Subse¬ 
quently the owner of Cosette was mulcted to the tune of 
one hundred dollars, for unbecoming language to judges, 
which will remain in force until paid. It is due the effi¬ 
cient gentlemen in the stand, to say that the public are with 
them In their prompt demands for honest racing, and with 
one voice declare them to be the right men in the right 
place. A report uf the first day’s racing appears under its 
proper head. The balance of the week’s sport will appear 
in our next issue. 


MR. GOODRICH’S REPLY TO MR. ROBINSON. 

Wc publish a card from Mr. Goodrich in reply to Mr. 
Robinson, in which Mr. Goodrich exonorates the manage¬ 
ment of the Jackson Horse Breeders’ Association from the 
charges of dishonesty, contained in the Tribune. This is 
as it should be. We thought it rather strange that n gentle¬ 
man like Mr. Goodrich should he willing to be put on re¬ 
cord before the public as accusing an association, like that 
of Jackson, with such fraudulent transactions. 

While we are ever ready to ex|*osc fraud wherever we 
may find it, yet we believe it a heinous crime to charge it 
where it does not exist. It is the interest of every gentleman 
like Mr. Goodrich, as well as ourselves, to champion 
the enuse of honest associations, ns strenuously as to expose 
the dishonest ones. But while Sir. Goodrich exculpates the 
Jackson association, he places tbo Tribune in a position 
which shows it to have been the Marplot of the whole 
affair, and from whence the charge originated; an explana¬ 
tion is therefore certainly in order from that journal. It 
does not reflect to the credit of the Tribune to have char 
notarized the affair "a dead steal,” and to have professed it 
to be on the authority of Mr. Goodrich, when that gentle¬ 
man states positively he is not responsible for the state¬ 
ment, us will be seen by his letter. 

Bodine being a Chicago horse it is hut natural that there 
should be be a local pride in him,, and regret at his defeat, 
but this can in no way Justify the Tribune iu making the 
false charge it did. Such reckless regard for character is to 
he condemned from what source it may come, hut more 
so from a journal like the Tribune, from which we have a 
right to expect a more honorable course. As it is its «>111 - 
ciousness, and putting in the mouths of others language of 
its own coining, has led to a controversy between two gen¬ 
tlemen, and the dissemination of calumnious charges, 
which happily are refuted by its own authority. 


Tub Woodcock Season. —In our game and shooting de¬ 
partment will be found numerous letters from different sec¬ 
tions of the country detailing the successor failure, of those 
who have participated in cock shooting.

Fond 
as wo are of the sport, yet we confess to lack the moral 
courage to face the dieagreenbieness of it, which we believe 
to far exceed the pleasures. The small bags are 
in a majority over the large ones, and yearly 
the number increases, which confirms the opinion we formed 
long since, that unless Summer shooting be abolished, 
woodcock will be in a few years but mythical. Taking 
it in its most favorable aspects, the evening of a July day’s 
woodcock shooting brings with it more regrets than pleas¬ 
ant reminiscences of the day’s sport. GrudU'any~tEe _ ranks 
of those who so view it are increasing in numbers, and wc 
trust the day is not far distant when it will be abolished. 
It resolves itself into either this or extermination of one of 
our favorite game birds.

Woodcock Shooting. —In order to comply with your re¬ 
quest for inlortnation, I have waited some time in order to 
get all reliable knowledge that is possible in this vicinity up 
to date. Mr. Preusser and a party of three went out, on the 
law letting up, hunted all day on some of the best grounds, 
and bagged 81 birds. They said they found the birdB scat¬ 
tered, and on higher grouud than ever before. And had 
they persisted in hunting only on such ground as the birds 
were formerly found on, they would have come home 
emptv handed. A Mr. Meigiller bagged 18 in one day’s 
shooting out on Root Creek, and a Mr. Leopold, 7. Mr. 
Fielding hunted one day on what used to be good ground, 
and succeeded in bagging only two birds. All say the old 
woodcock grounds are too wet for the birds, aud they are 
on higher land. Some others I have talked with who 
hunted with very poor luck, where they have formerly made 

f ood bags. They complain bitterly or the grounds having 
een hunted over a few days before the law was up, by 
"pot-hunters” living a short distance in the country, and I 
aui inclined to believe there is much truth in what they say. 
All say there were, and would be, plenty of birds had they 
been let alone till the opening of the season. I have yet to 
bear from one of our best, and most successful woodcock 
shooters, Mr. Jos. Crugmn; he went out, on expiration of 
the law, some distance in the State, and has not returned 
yet. When he returns, if he gives a good report, I will send 
it along.

Woodcock—Moulting Already.

I contribute my quota. The first day, July 8th, my son and 
myself were out six hours and bagged thirty-eight; my son 
shot eight and one-half braces out of nine braces, success¬ 
ive shots. I was out again with a friend July 11th, and 
bagged 15 brace, flushing 16 brace; afternoon of the 13th 
bagged 5 brace; 15th, with a friend bagged 9 brace; find cock 
very scarce indeed; places where tuy two sons and myself shot 
three years since over 813 cock, and in five times trying, 
find scarcely any this year; have bagged as high as 76 in 
one day’s shooting with two guns there; that year bagged 
respectively 44, 60, 68, 76. 65, after riding eighteen miles 
out and back. I find that on dressing cock, shot on Satur¬ 
day, one third of them are moulting; still they lay the doc 
well, only when they get away they are gone for good. I 
have an excellent young Irish dog; first year on cock, and 
has never flushed a single bird but one so far; never shot 
over a better, and have 45 years experience hunting, and so 
ought to know something about dogs; am going again to¬ 
morrow, and if I succeed well, will advise you. Wishing

1 find they have multiplied by thousands and ore 
doing finely; I expect to trv some bass and trout when the 
weather gets cool again. 'Quail are plentiful and prospects 
are good for fine sport this Fall among them; plenty of wild 
turkeys, and some show for wood ducks. Say to W N. 
Leesburgh, that a pointer can surely be trained to trail, 
point, and retrieve turkeys in first-class style. I have a 
pointer bitch which took to it as naturally as she did to quail, 
and have known her to retrieve a large gobbler which she 
could hardly drag. You shall hear from me again soon.

Hints to Suiiuiuiers. 


As the bathing season has fairly set in, and the multi¬ 
tudes of those that betake themselves to the water are In¬ 
numerable, we would direct the attention of every swim¬ 
mer to a few points which may be useful to him when 
called upon to risk his own life to save that of a fellow 
creature. It man's first and most noble duty—the saving 
of life; and he who saves body and soul from a too hurried 
severance by drowning has done no mean action. To the 
ordinary unthinking mind it may seem a mere matter of 
course that a strong swimmer should plunge in and haul 
out a drowning person, but it is no such theme. It requires 
courage, readiness, coolness aud prouiplilute. Before 
going to the rescue a swimmer should rid himself of every 
encumbrance he can possibly, without endangering the sal¬ 
vation of the person in trouble. Coat, boots, pantaloons, 
should be torn off in order. It is better to remove these and 
be free than to hurry in unprepared. If there is a rope or 
plank at haDd, use them. Take the rope in one hand, 
having cleared it to pay out, but fling the plank in uhead 
of you, and push it along. In approaching the drowning 
person be careful not to let him get a grip of you, if he has 
lost presence of mind. Get him if possible by the arm above 
the elbow, support nim by treading water and keeping 
both hands under water. If he is rational, obedient 
and capable let him rest his hands upon your 
hips, whilst you swim ashore with him. If he is sensible 
but disobedient, keep him at arm's length, if necessary by 
a hard kick about the thighs, which will prevent his twining 
his legs around you, and swim in slowly, treading water 
rather than swimming. If the person is already insensible 
take hold of the wrist and draw the arm over the shoulder 
and the body onto your back and go ahead swimming with 
one hand but keeping the other under water. If in rescuing 
any one you are seized and entangled with terrified arms 
and legs do not struggle, but take in plenty of breath and 
go under. The hold will be loosed when the 
breath is exhausted, and in returning to the rescue 
be watchful and use force if necessary to incapaci¬ 
tate the straggler front endangering himself and you.

This revolver is supplied with a safety notch, on which it 
can be carried without the firing pin touching the catridge. The 
other parts are essentially the same as in the old model. 

As required by the instructions from Ordnance Office, I give 
below the details of the tests to which the revolvers have been 
subjected: • 

[details omitted.] 

The Colt revolver was first fired three hundred rounds with 
service ammunition, allowing it to cool after each hundred 
rounds. No difficulty was experienced from it, and only one 
cartridge failed to explode. This one was found to be defective 
in fulminate. 

The revolver was then laid in the snow, water poured over it, 
and it was allowed to remain in the weather three days and 
nights. When taken up again it was rusted considerably but 
worked perfectly. It was again tired up to two hundred rounds, 
with two catridges failing to explode. One of these exploded at 
second trial and the other with the punch and hnmmer. 

The Colt and one of the Smith & Wesson were then fired for 
accuracy at fifty yards. A target of ten shots with each gave 
mean absolute deviation—for Colt, 3.11 in; for the Smith & Wes¬ 
son, 4.39 in. , 

Both revolvers were then placed in a close box connected with 
the pulverizer, and well sanded. The sand did not affect the 
working of either. 

They were then fired at twenty-five yards distance for pene¬ 
tration. The average penetration for ten shots with each was— 
for the Colt, 4.1 in.; for the Smith <fc Wesson, 3.35 in. 

The Smith & Wesson was then tired one hundred rounds and 
the Colt two hundred rounds. No difficulty was experienced 
with cither, only a slight increase in friction being noticeable in 
the Smith & Wesson. One cartridge failed to explode in the 
Colt and eight in the Smith & Wesson. The one failing in the 
Colt was exploded with a centre punch. Six of those failing in 
the Smith <fc Wesson exploded at second trial, one at third trial, 
and the other one was without fulminate. 

I Anally tried the "Lcet" cartridges in the Colt revolver to aaceriaiu 
the effect of bursting through the cap, as they had dene with the Smith 
X Wesson. The cartridges were taken from the same box. and about 
twenty of them from the same package us those that burst ia the Smith 
X Wesson revolvers, but out of eighty Ored none burst. At the same time, 
of four cartridges from this package dred in the Smith X Wesson revolver 
two burst as before. 

The Smith X Wesson revolvers have been dred respectively 1189, 806 aad 
815 rounds; the Colt about 800 rouuds. The better working of the Colt is 
noticeable throughout. So difficulty has been found with It, while the 
Smith X Wesson has several times clogged to such an extent as to render it 
almost Impossible to cock it. This clogging is most liable to occur ia cold 
aud dry weather, when the fouling is ullowcd to harden on tbe piece. 
The lengthening of tbe "collar" was lnteudcd to overcome this liability 
to clog, us developed in the model now in the hands of the troops, aud 
bus. no doubt, reduced It. The cylinder stop ia also an improvement, 
aud tbe strengthening of parts, which is the object of most of tbe ebunges, 
has ma e a better weapon than tbe old one, but I still regard it us rather de¬ 
licate for general service. The two parts of this revolver which broke 
during the trial may have contained defects, but these aud other parts of it 
are of such u character as to develop defects in the manufacture. 

A great objection to this arm is tbe difficulty of dismounting for cleaning 
and re assembling it. Though Improved in this respect by tins marking of 
tbe gear and frame and tbe change in the rack, soldiers generally would still 
And it complicated. 

The only superiority it can claim over the Colt is the greater rapidity 
of ejecting the empty cases. I think that in tbe case of poor ammunition 
and the bursting of the heads of cartridges in the two arms, the Smith X 
Wesson could more readily be relieved from the consequent clogging tbuti 
the Colt. 

In the Colt the number of the parts Is lees, they are more simple and 
stronger, and are not subjected to as great strains as those in the Smith X 
Wesson. It can he dismounted for cleaning by drawing one screw and 
slipping out the base pin. and reassembled with thu same ease. 

I have no hesitation in declaring the Colt revolver superior in most 
respects, and much better adapted to the wants of the army than the Smith X
